As was true 
of the Carnegie Library, the new library 
serves the entire community and not 
only the college. Most Berea children, 
both in elementary and secondary grades, 
have already used the new library; but 
many adults have not.

The seating and lighting facilities 
in the new building make for excep- 
tional comfort. The books are now 
available on the open-stack plan, which 
means that after you locate a book in 
the catalog, you may go to the stacks 
yourself, where you may find other 
books by the same author or on the same 
subject that you did not know about 
previously. A check system is used at
